DIGGING  AND  PACKING 

Plants  are  all  one  season’s  growth.  Always  the  entire  rows  are  dug,  then 
plants  are  sorted  to  No.  1 stock,  trimmed,  ready  for  planting,  tied  twenty-six 
in  a bunch.  Plants  are  packed  in  crates,  baskets  and  parcels  in  properly  damp- 
ened moss  to  reach  all  destinations  in  good  growing  condition.  When  more 
than  one  variety  is  ordered  each  variety  is  easily  separated  when  received. 
Digging  begins  in  March  and  usually  continues  to  May  10th. 

GUARANTEE 

I guarantee  stock  to  be  No.  1 and  true  to  name.  I guarantee  stock  de- 
livered in  No.  1 condition  by  express  or  parcel  post.  Express  rates  are  cheap- 
er on  long  distance  than  parcel  post  and  a surer  transit,  I advise  express.

PREPARING  SOIL  AND  PLANTING 

Rich  and  well  drained  soil  is  best.  Then  plow  to  a good  depth;  harrow 
thoroughly  until  soil  is  mellow  and  nicely  level.  Roll  or  float  soil  just  before 
planting.  Planting  should  be  done  in  early  season.  Best  results  are  from 
plants  set  18  inches  apart  in  the  row  and  rows  3 feet  6 inches  apart.  Beds 
should  be  kept  free  from  weeds  at  all  times.
